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EDUCATION IN OUR CONSTITUTION. 



Article IX of the Constitution ol Nottb Carolina relates to education. It 

readfi as follows : 

SBcnoK 1. Religion, morallly, and knowledge being uecessary to good gov- 
ernment and tlie happiness of mankind, schools and the means of education 
sliali toreyer be encouraged. 

Sec. 2. The General Aseembly, at ita first session nnder this Constitution, 
shall provide by taxation and otherwise for a general and anlform system of 
public schools, wherein tuition shall be free of charge to all the chUdren of the 
State between the ages of six and twraity-one years. And the children of the 
wblte race and the children of the colored race shall be tai^ht In separate pub- 
lic schools; but there shall be no discrimination in favor of or to the prejudice 
of ^ther race. 

Sec. 3. Each county of the State shall be divided Into a convenient number 
of districts. In which one or more public schools sltall be maintained at least 
four months In every year ; and if the commissioners of any county sliall fall 
to comply with the aforesaid requirements of this section they shall be liable to 
Indictment 

Sbc. 4. The proceeds of all lands that have been or hereafter may be granted 
by the United States to this State and not otherwise appropriated by tills State 
or the United States, also all money, stocks, bonds and other property now be- 
longing to any State fund for purposes of educatlcm, also the net proceeds of all 
sales of the swamp lands belonging to the State, and all other grants, gifts or 
devises that have been or hereafter may be made to the State and not other- 
wise appropriated by the State or by tbe terms of the grant, gift or devise, shall 
be paid Into the State Treasury, and, t<«ethier with so much of the ordinary 
revenue of the State as may be by law set apart for that purpose, shall be 
faithfully appropriated for establishing and maintaining in this State a sys- 
tem of free public schools, and for no other uses or purposes wtiatsoever. 

Sec. 5. All moneys, sto(3ts, bonds, and other property belonging to a county 
school fund, also the net proceeds from the sale of estrays, also the clear pro- 
ceeds of all penalties and forfeitures and of all fines collected In the several 
counties for any breach of the penal or military laws of the State, and all 
moneys which shall be paid by persons as an equivalent for exemption from 
military duty shall belong to and remain In the several counties and shall be 
faithfully apiwx^riated for establishing and maintaining free public schools in 
tlie several counties In this State: Provided^ that the amount collected la each 
county shall be annually reported to the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Sec. 6. The General Assembly shall have power to provide for the electlMi 
of trustees of the University of North Carolina, in whom, when chosen, shall bo 
vested all the privll^es, rights, franchises and endowments thereof In any wise 
granted to or conferred upon the trustees of said University; and the General 
Assembly may make such provisions, laws and regulations from time to time 
as may be necessary and expedient for the maintenance and management of 
said University. 

Sec. 7. The General Assembly sliall provide that the benefits of the Univer- 
sity, as far as practicable, be extended to the youth of tlie State free of ex- 
pense for tuition ; also that all the prtq)erty which has heretofore accrued to 
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the State or sbaU hereafter accrue frtan escbeatB, nndaimed dlTldendB ot dis- 
tributive Bhares of the eetatee of deceased peraone shall be appri^triated to the 
use of the TJnlverslt?. 

Sec. 8. The Govemor, Lieutenaat Oovemor, Secretary of State, Treasurer, 
Auditor, Superintendent of Public instmctlon, and Attorney-General shall con- 
stitute a State Board of Education. 

Sbo. 9. The GoTernw ^all be president and the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall be secretary of tbe Board ot Education. 

Sec. 10. The Board of Education shall succeed to all tbe powers and trusts 
of the president and directors of tbe literary fund of N<ath Carolina, and Bbal} 
hare full pon-er to legislate and make all needful rules and r^ulatlons la rela- 
tion to free public schools and the educational fund of the State; but all acts, 
rules and regulations of said board may be altered, amended or repealed by the 
General Assembly, and when so altered, amended or repealed they shall not be 
reenacted by the boaid. 

Sec. 11. The first session of the Board of Educatlim shall be held at the 
capital of the State within fifteen days after the ot^nlzatlon of the State Gov- 
ernment under this Coninitutlon ; the time of future meetings may be deter- 
mliled by the board. 

Sec. 12. A majority of the board shall constitute a (luorum for the trans- 
action of business. 

Sec. 13. The contingent expenses of the boord shall be provided by the Gen- 
eral Assent bl}'. 

Sec. 14. As soon as practicable after the adoption of this Constitution the 
General Assembly shall establish and maintain in ccmnectlon with the Univer- 
sity a department of ngricnlture, of mechanics, of mining and of normal In- 
struction. 

Sec. 15. The General Assembly is hereby empowered to enact that every 
child of sufficient mental and physical ability shall attend the public schools 
during tbe period between the ages of six and eighteen years for a term of not 
less than sixteen months, unless educated by other means. 

Section 21 : Tbe people have the right to the prlvll^e of education, and It 
is the duty of the State to guard and maintain that right. — Bill of Riglita. 
Korth Carolina ConstitulUm. 



Article VI, section 4, of the Constitution of North Carolina contains the fol- 
lowing ; 

Every person presenting himself for registration shall be able to read and 
write any section of the Constitution In the English language ; and before he 
shall be entitled to vote he shall have paid, on or before the first day of May 
of the year iji which he prtqioses to vote, his poll tai for the previous year, as 
prescribed by Article V, section 1, of the Constitution. But no male perstm 
who was on January 1, 18G7, or at any time prior thereto, entitled to vote 
under the lows of any State In the Vnlted States wherein he then resided, and 
no lineal descendant of any such person, shall be denied the right to register 
and vote at any election In this State by reason of his failure to possess the 
educational qualifications herein prescribed : Provided, he shall have regis- 
tered In accordance with the terms of this section prior to December 1, 1908. 
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SIX MONTHS SCHOOL LAW. 



AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR A SIX MONTHS SCHOOL TERM IN EVERY 
PUBLIC SCHOOL DISTRICT OF THE STATE. 

The Oeneral Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 



Section l. That two bunttred and fifty thousand dollars be, and the same 1b, 
herabf appropriated annually out of the State Treasury for the benefit of the 
public Bchoole, to be apportioned by the State Board of Education to the re- 
spective couatles of tbe State per capita as to school population on the first 
Monday in January of each year, using the school census of the preceding 
Bch<^astic year as tbe basis of amrortloniuent ; Provided, that the State Board 
of Education shall annually deduct from said appropriation, before the appor- 
tionment thereof, the sum of one thousand five hundred dollars to be used Id 
part payment of tbe salary and expenses of tlie Superlntend^it of the State 
Colored Kormal Schools and inspector and director of the county teachers' in- 
stitutes and of tbe teacher-training work of tbe State, and shall also deduct 
therefrMn biennially in advance seven thousand five hundred dollars to be used 
for the establishment of rural libraries as provided tn section four thousand 
one hundred and seventy-nine of The Revisal of one thousand nine hundred and 
five ot North Carolina. 



Sec. 2. Upon requlsltlou of tbe Superintendent of Public Instruction, the 
Stfite Auditor shall issue his warrant upon tbe State Treasurer ior the amount 
due each county, payable to tbe county treasurer, to be credited to tbe goieral 
public school fund of said county. 

STATE EQUAUZDIO GCHOOL FUflD CSEATED. 

Sec. 3.' There shall be set aside annually five ceate of the annual ad vatarem 
tax levied and collected for State purposes on every one hundred dollars value 
of real and perB<«al pri^ierty In this State, and the funds annually arising 
from said tax shall be held by tbe State Treasurer as a fund separate and apart 
from all other funds for State purpose and shall be knovm as "The State 
Kqualizing School Fund," and shall be nsed, as hereinafter directed, to provide 
0. six months school term in every school district in the State, or as nearly a 
Bts months term as said funds will provide. 

APPBOPBIATION OF EQX^ALIKINQ FUND — MBTHOD AND CONDITIONS. 

Sec. 4. Oo or before the first Monday In December of each and ev^y year 
the county board of education of each and every county entitled to aid from 
this fund shall submit to the State Board of Education, on blanks furnished for 
that purpose by the State Snperintendent of Public Instruction, a sworn item- 
ized statement by districts, lowing the number of teachers en^)loyed In each 
district, tbe grade or class and the ^lary of each teacher, and such other in- 
formation as may be required. Said statement shall further show under oath 
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that proTlslon has been made as required by law tcx a four monthe achool term 
tn each district of aald cotmt7t the rate of ^Declal tax levied tbeteCor asd the 
aisregate fund derived or to be derived therefrom. On or before the first Mon- 
day in February of each year the State Trearar^ shall certify to the State 
Board of Bducatloa the amount of said State equalizing school fund derived 
and to be derived from said five cents property tax levied and set aside ftom 
the State tax levy on every one hundred doUars value of real and personal 
property in the State during the school year endii^ June thirtieth thereafter, 
and the State Board of Education shall apportltm said f tind among all the coun- 
ties of the State that have complied with all the requirements of the law for 
proTlding a achool term of four months in every school district, so as to equal- 
ize the school terms in said counties and bring the term in each legal school 
district in each of aald counties to an equal length, bringing all terms in all 
districts to a minimum of six months, or as near th^eto as the funds provided 
for this purpose render possible. The State Board of Education, however, shall 
apportion this fund only tor the salaries of the teachers employed, and no part 
of said fund shall be apportioned or used toe any other purpose than for the 
payment of the salaries of the sold teachers for the period designated by the 
State Board of Education la the apportionment to each county. The salaries 
apportioned from said fund for teachers shall not exceed forty dollars per 
month for first grade, thirty dollars per month for sectHtd grade, and twenty 
dollars p^ UKHtth for third grade. Any balance of said fund that may remain 
after eqnallzing terms to six months as herein provided shall be apportiMied 
among all the counties of the State per capita as to school p(q>ulatlon. 

IK APPBOPBU.TIOIf or EQUALIZING FtrND, NO ACCOUNT TO BE TAKEN OF 
LOCAL TAX FUNDS. 

Sea. 5. In the aiq)ortlonment of the county school fund and in the appor- 
tionment of funds under this act to school districts levying a special tax for 
their schools no account shaU be taken of the funds derived from said E^iedal 
tax, and the authorltleB l^ally empowered to levy such special tax In such 
school districts are hereby authorized, upon recommendation of the school com- 
mittee or board of trustees of said school districts, to reduce the rate of the 
annual special tax levy therein proportionately to the Increase of the foods oC 
said district from the Increased apportionment from the county and State funds 
and to the needs of the district: Provided, however, that the school term in 
said district shall not be reduced by said decrease In the special tax more than 
it is Iraigthened by the increased appr<9rlatlou from the county and State 



COUNTIES THAT W 

Seo. 6. After any county shall have levied and collected a special tax ot fif- 
teen cents on every one hundred dollars value of pr<H)erty, real and personal, 
and forty-five cents on every taxable poll therein, to provide a four months 
school term in every school district, though the funds derived therefrom may 
be insufficient therefor, said county shall he entitled to receive from the State 
equalizing school 'fund provided under this act an appoitloument for salaries 
of teachers for the same increased period beyond the end of Its school term as 
it would if It had provided a full four months term in every district. 
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TOSBB OUT BE USED ONLY FOB TEACHESS 8ALABIES. 

Sec. 7. Vvoa requlaiticm bj tbe State Superlatecdent o! Public Instractlou, 
the State Auditor shall iseae his warrant upcm the State Treasurer payable to 
the county treasurer for the apportionment made under section four of this 
act to each county, and the funds when received by said county treasurer shall 
be placed to the credit of the county school fund of said county, to be used only 
for the specific purpose designated in this act; and the county treasurer Is for- 
bidden to pay any part thereof for any other purpose; the county board of 
education is forbidden to order the payment of any part thereof for any other 
purpose, and. tbe county superintendent of public instruction is forbidden to 
sign any voucher for the payment of any part thereof for any other purpose 
titan loi the payment of teachers' salaries as and for the period designated. 
No district In any county shall be entitled to any part of said apportionment 
for the payment of the salary of its teachers until the committee thereof or 
the township c<wimittee shall have furnished to the county superintendent 
satisfactory evidence^ sworn to if required, that tbe necessary funds have been 
provided for paying the incidental expenses of the school or schools In said 
district for the additional terra for which teachers' salaries have been pro- 
vided in said apportionment. Any county treasurer, county superintendent^ or 
member of any county board of education violating any of the provisions of 
this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and sball be fined or imprisoaed 
in the discretion of the cotirt. 



Sec. 8. Chapter five hundred and eiglit of the Public Laws of one thousand 
nine hundred and nine of North Carolina Is hereby r^)ea]ed, and the following 
is hereby substituted and enacted In lieu thereof: On or before the first Mon- 
day In June of each and every year the county board of education of each 
county shall ascertain the amount of money needed to maintain the public 
schools of such county for four months during the succeeding school year. Hie 
county board of educatl<m, using as a basis the receipts for school purposes 
during the current school year ending June thirtieth thereafter, sball ascertain 
the amount that will be available for school purposes from the general school 
tax, from flnee, forfeitures, and penalties, and from the annual per capita 
appropriation to the county from the special State appropriatlwi for public 
schools under this act. If the amount received and to be received from these 
sources is lees than the amount ascertained to be needed for a full four months 
school term In every public scbocd district of the county, said county board of 
education sball submit to the board of county commissioners of said county an 
itemized statemrat of the amounts needed for supervlsi<xi, for administration, 
for buildings and repairs, for salaries of teachers, and for all other expenses 
allowed by taw. The statement shall also set forth tbe numbrar of teachers, 
white and colored, to be employed in eacb district, and tbe salary of each 
teacher In each district. The limitation placed, by law on each of these objects 
shall not be exceeded. It shall thereupon be tbe duty of the board of connty 
commissioners to levy a special tax on all property, real and personal, and on 
all taxable polls, subject to tlie constitutional limitation as to poll tax. In said 
county sufficient to su^^ly the deficl^icy needed for the support and malnte- 
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nance of the public schools of said county for four months in each school dis- 
trict: Provided, tiwt no county shall be compelled to levy a special tax of 
more than fifteen cents on every hundred dollars value of property, real and 
pers<Mial, and forty-five cents on every taxable poll for said purpose. The said 
tax shall be levied and collected at the same time and In the same manner as 
other county taxes are levied and collected, and the funds derived tlierefr<4n 
shall be apportioned and expended by the county board of education for maln- 
talnlng one or more public schools in each school district for a term of four 
months In each year. In the event of a disaffreement between the county board 
of education and the board of county commissioners as to the amount of the 
deficiency to be supplied for a Four months school, and as to the rate of tax to 
be levied therefor, or of the refusal of any board of county commissioners to 
levy said tax, the county board of education shall bring an action in the nature 
of mandamus against the board of county commissioners to compel the levying 
of such special tax In the manner and form as provided In sections eight hun- 
dred and twenty-two and eight hundred and twenty-four of The Revlsal of one 
thousand nine hundred and five ot North Carolina, and it shall be the duty of 
the Judge hearing the same to find the facts as to the amount needed and the 
amount available from the sources herein specified, which dndlng shall be con- 
clusive, and to give Judgment requiring the county commiBsionMS to levy the 
sum which he shall find necessary to maintain the schools for four months in 
said county. No county shall receive any part of the State equalizing school 
fund provided by this act until it shall have levied the special tax herein 
required of it for a four months school term in every school district 

CO^lUISSIONEBS MAT LEVY ADDITIONAL TAX FOB NECESSABY EXPENSES. 

Sec. 0. That the board of commissioners of any county In North Carolina 
be and they are hereby authorized and empowered to levy a special tax In ex- 
cess of the constitutional limitation, not exceeding Ave (^^) cents on the <Hie 
hundred dollars ($100.00) valuation of all property listed for taxation lu their 
respective counties, to provide for any deficiency in the necessary expenses and 
revenue of said respective counties, which may be caused by the provisions of 
this act. 

COniXICTINQ LAWS BEPEALED. 

Sec. 10. That section fotu* thousand and ninety-seven of The Bevlsal of one 
thousand nine hundred and five of North Carolina, as amended by chapter 
seven hundred and seventy-nine of the Public Laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and nine of North Carolina, be and the same is hereby repealed, and all 
laws and clauses of laws In conflict with this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 11. That this act Shalt be In force from and after Its ratification. 

In the General Assembly read three times and ratified this the Ist day of 
March, 1913. C. 33, P. L. 1013. 
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COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE. 



AN ACT TO MAKE SCHOOL ATTENDANCE COMPULSORY. 
The General AsiemhVy of North Carolina do enact: 



Section 1. That from and after the first day of July, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and tMrteen, every parent, guardian, or other person in the State of North 
Carolina having charge or control of a child or children between the agea of 
eight and twelve years, sliall cause such child or children to attend tbe local 
public school in the district, town or cHy In which he resides, continuously for 
four months of the school term of each year, except as hereinafter provided. 
This period of compulsory atteodance stall couunence at the b^innlng of the 
compulsory period of the school term nearest to the eighth birthday of such 
chUd or children, and shall cover the compulsory period of four consecutive 
school years thereafter. This period of compulsory attendance for each public 
school shall commence at the beginning of the school term of said school unless 
otherwise ordered by the county t>oanl of education or, in case of towns or 
cltiee of two thousand or more inhabitants, by the board of trustees of the pub- 
lic schools of said towns or cities. Continuous attendance upon some other pub- 
lic school or upon any private or church school taught by competent teachers 
may be accepted In lieu of attendance upon the local public schools: Provided, 
that said period of continuous attendance upon such other school shall be for 
at least four months of each year : Provided, further, that any private or. 
cburch school receiving for instruction pupils between the ages of elgbt and 
twelve years shall be required to keep such records of attendance of said chil- 
dren and to render such reports of same as are hereinafter required of public 
schools. And attendance upon Such schools refusing or neglecting to keep such 
records and to render such reports shall not be accepted in lieu of attendance 
upon the local public school of tbe district, town or dty which the child shall 
be entitled to attend : Provided, tbe period of compulsory attendance shall be 
In force and apply between the ages of eight and fifteen years in Mitchell 
County. 



Sec. 2. This act shall not apply in any case in which the child's physical or 
mental condition, as attested by any legally qualified physician before any 
court having Jurisdiction under tblx act. renders bis attendance Impracticable 
or inexpedient: or in any case In which the child resides two and one-half 
miles or more by the nearest traveled route from the schoolhouse ; or in any 
case in which, because of extreme poiertj the services of such child are neces- 
sary for his own support or the support of his parents, as attested by the affi- 
davit of said parents and of such witnesses as the attendance officer may re- 
quire ; or In any case In which said parent, guardian or other person having 
charge or control of the child shall show before auy magistrate by affidavit of 
himself and of such witnesses as the attendance officer may require, that the 
child Is without necessary books and clothing for attending school, and that be 
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iB unable to provide the neceesarj boobs and clothes: Provided, that when 
books and clothing shall hare been provided, through charity or by otber means, 
the child shall no longer be exempt from attendance tinder this provision. 

PASEin^ SHALL CAUSE CHILDBEN TO ATTEITD SCHOOL. 

Sec. 3, Every parent, guardian, or other peraon In the State of North Caro- 
lina bavins charge or control of a child or children between the ages of eight 
and twtive years ehalt cause said child to attend sc1k>o1 as aforesaid: Pro- 
vided, that occaBtonal absence from such attendance by aucb child amounting 
to not more than two unexcused absences fn four consecutive weeks shall not 
be unlawful : Provided, farther, that the superintendent, principal or teacher 
in charge of any school may excuse any child for a temporary absence because 
of nnUBual storm or bad weather, sickness or death in the child's famUy. vin- 
forraeen or unavoidable accidents, and such excuse and reason therefor shall be 
recorded by said superintendent, principal, or teaclter tn cha^e of school and 
reported to the attoidance <^cer as hereinafter provided: Provided, fvrtfier, 
that in case of protracted illness of any child whose attendance is required 
under this act, or in case of quarantine of the home in which the child resides. 
upon report of the health officer or npon satisfactory evidence to this effect, the 
attendance <rtlcer shall excuse from att^idance such child nntU he is fully 
restored to health or until the time required by law that be shall stay out of 
schMd after quarantine has been raised. 

PENALTY TOK VIOIATIOK OF LAW. 

Sec. 4. Any parent, guardian or other person violating the provisions of this 
act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be liable to a 
fine of not less than five dollars nor more than twenty-flve dollars, and up<» 
failure or refusal to pay such fine said parent, guardian, or other person shall 
be imprisoned not to exceed thirty days in the county Jail ; Provided, that the 
fine for any first offense may, upon the payment of coats, be suspended and not 
collected until the same party is convicted of a second offense : Provided, fw- 
llier, that after the expiration of three days from the service of the notice by 
the attendance o&cee each and every day a parent, guardian, or other persMi 
shall willfully and unlawfully keep such child or children from school, or 
allow Mm to remain ont of school, shall constitute a separate offense and shall 
subject said person to penalties herein prescribed. 

ATTEnnARCK OFTICEBS, DUTIES, OOMPEKSATIOH. ETC. 

Sec. 5. The county board of education in each county shall appoint and 
remove at will an attendance officer for each township to enforce the provisions 
of this act, who sliall serve also as taker of the school census, performing all the 
duties heretofore required of the school committee as to the census under sec- 
tion four thousand one hundred and forty-eight of The Bevlsal of one thousand 
nine hundred and five of North Carolina, and as keeper of the attendance 
records, for which service he shall be allowed three cents per child of school age 
each school year. It shall be his duty to take an annual census and to furnish 
each superintendent, principal, or teacher in charge of school with an accurate 
school census of the district at the opening of the school each year, and also 
to furnish a copy of the school census of each district to the county superin- 
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tendent of public InBtructtoa. The attendance officer shall serve written or 
printed, or partly written and partly printed notices npon every parent, guard- 
ian, or other person violating the provisions of this act, and prompt compliance 
on the part of such parent, guardian, or other person shall be required. For 
serving such notice the attendance officer shall be allowed a fee of twenty-flve 
cents in case of conviction, same to be taxed in bill of costs; and if any parent, 
guaidian, or other person uiK>n whcm such notice is served falls to comply with 
the law within three days, then It shall be the duty of said attendance officer 
to prosecute such person. Prosecution under this act shall be brought in the 
name of the State of North Carolina before any Justice of the peace, or police 
Justice, or recorder of any county, town or townstaip In which the person prose- 
cuted resides. The attendance crfHeer shall have the right to vtelt and enter 
any office or factory or business bouse employing children, for the purpose of 
enforcing the provisions of this act ; when doubt exists as to the age of a child, 
he may require a properly attested birth certificate or affidavit stating such 
child's age; he shall keep an accurate record of all notices served, all cases 
prosecuted, and all other services performed, and shall make an annual report 
of same to the county board of education. In the discretion of the county 
t>oard of education, the attendance officer may be allowed reasonable additional 
compensation from the county school fund for such services as are required ot 
lilm under this act, compensation for which Is not specifically provided for 
herein: Provided, that In case the county board of education shall appoint a 
school committeeman or township constable as attendance officer, the duties of 
Buch officer herein prescribed are hereby declared to be a part of his duties 
ex offtcto: Provided, fwther, that the school committee or board of trustees 
of any school In any town or city of five thousand or more inhabitants, oper- 
ating Its schools under special charter, (s hereby authorized and empowered, 
if in tbelr Judgmmt such action Is wise, to appoint an attendance officer for 
the schools under tb^r dlrectl<Na, fix his compensation, and pay the same out 
of the ^>ecial-tax school funds of said town or city, and assign to hit" other 
duties in addition to ttkose enumerated above. 

TEAOHEBS MUST COOpEBATE ; PENALTY FOB BONCOMPLIAnCE, 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of all prindpals and teachers to coBperate with 
the attendance officers to the raiforcement of this law. To this end it shall be 
the duty of the principal or teacher In charge In every school. In which pupils 
between the ages of eight and twelve years are Instructed, to keep an accurate 
record of the attendance of such pupils; to render during the period of com- 
pulsory attendance of each school term weekly reports of same to the attend- 
ance officer and the county superintendent of public Instruction, showing all 
absences, excused and unexcnsed. and, In the case of an excused absence, to 
state the reason tor which the pupil was eiicused. Upon the willful or n%ll- 
gent failure of any principal or teacher In charge of any school to comply with 
the provisions of this section, the county superintendent shall deduct fr<HU his 
or her salary for the current month the sum of five dollars before approving 
the voucher therefor. 

LAW TO BE GIVEN WU>EST POSSIBLE C1BCU1.ATIOK. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the county board of education of each county 
to cause this act to be published In full in some newspaper published in the 
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county, if there 1» one. and If tbere be none, tbeu In drcolar form, and given 
the widest, poeaibie drcnlatiou at least four weelcs prior to tlte opening of tbe 
schools for tlte scbooi year, b^Inning July flret, one thousand nine hnodred 
and thirteen, and annually ttaereafter. If In tbelr discretion It seenis necessary.

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CHILD LABOR LAW. 



AN ACT TO REGULATE AND RESTRICT LABOR IN MANUFACTURING 
ESTABLISHMENTS. 

The General Assemhlj/ of Iforth Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. That no child ucder twelve yeara of age ehall be employed or 
work In any fuctory or manufacturing establlahment wltbln this State; Pto- 
vtded, tbat no child between the ages of twelve and thirteen shall be employed 
or work in a factory except in apprenticeship capacity, and only then after 
baving attended school four montba In the preceding twelve months. 

NO PEB80N UKDEB SttTEEN TBABS MAY WORK AT NIGHT. 

Sec, 2. That no person under sixteen years of age shall be employed or per- 
mitted to work in any mill, factory or manufacturing establishment In this 
State between tbe hours of S p. m. and 6 a. m. 

CEBTinCAIES BEQtllBED. 

Sec. 3. Tbat no child under sixteen years of age shall be employed or per- 
mitted to work at night, nor shall any child under the age of thirteen years be 
employed oa day work In any mill, factory or manufacturing plant in thiB 
State unless the person, firm or corporation employing such child or permitting 
such child to work shall have procured and shall keep oa file and accessible to 
any Inspector of factories or other authorized officer charged with the enforce- 
ment of this act a certificate from the parent, guardian, or from person stand- 
ing ill toco paretttis to any sucb child, which certlUcate shall show the name 
and age of such child, and in case such child is under thirteen and more than 
twelve years of age, said certiflcate must set forth tbe fact that such child lias 
attended school four months In the preceding twelve months. 

PENALITf FOB VIOLATION. 

Sec. 4. That any person, firm or corporation, agent or manager of any firm 
or corpOTatlon wJio willfully, whether for himself or for stlch firm or corpora- 
tion, employs or permits to work any child in violation of any of the provisions 
of this act, and whoever, having under his control as parent, guardian or other- 
wise, shall willfully set forth any false statement In the certificate of employ- 
ment herein required, or otherwise suffers such children to be employed or to 
work in violation of any of the provisions of this act, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

COUNTY' SXIPEBIRTKNDBNT MtlST INVESTIGATE. 

Seo. 5. That It shall be the duty of the county superintendent of public 
schools to Investigate any violation of this act and to report the same to the 
solicitor of the judicial district In which said violation occurred, together with 
tbe names of all witnesses. 

Sec. 6. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with this act are her^y 
repealed. 

Sec. 7. That this act shall be in force from and after January 1, 1914.

AN ACT TO PROMOTE THE TEACHING OF AGRICULTURE AND DO- 
MESTIC SCIENCE IN THE PUBLIC HIGH SCHOOLS OF GUILFORD 
COUNTY. 

The General Attettibly ot North Carolina do enact: 

AOBICULTUBAL INSTBDCTlOfl AND TKAINING Ur DOUEBTIC BCIBNCB. 

Section 1. That tbere sball be maintained In one or more ot tlie public hlgb 
scboolB of Guilford County, complying witb the provisions of tbls act as here- 
inafter set forth, a department of agrlcnltaral instruction, and a department 
of training In dixuestlc science and home economlcB, in order to better prepare 
tbe boys and girls of said coonty for farm life and home-making. 

BOABD or TBUBTEBS. 

Sec. 2. That the said school or schools shall be under tbe c<Kitcol and man- 
agement of A board of trustees conslBttng of tbe members of tbe board of edu- 
cation of Bald connty and the chairman and secretary of tbe board of trustees 
of each high school In which such departments are established. 

SELECTION OF SCHOOL. 

Sec. 3. That after due advertlBement iDvlting bids from the public high 
schools of said county now in esisteuce or hereafter created, the county board 
of education of Guilford County shall designate the place or places at whit* 
snch agricultural or domestic science work shall be established. In designating 
a school, the said county board of education shall take into consideration tbe 
flnaaclal aid offered for a maintenance and equipment, desirability and suit- 
ability of location : Provided, hovjever, that no such department shall be estab- 
lished la a school which Is located in a town of more than one thousand inhabit- 
ants, nor within two miles of the corporate limits of any city or town ot m(H^ 
than five thousand inhabitants. 

UAIWTEKANCE OF SCHOOL, FBOVISIONB, ETC. 

Sec. 4, That for the maintenance of said school or schools the county board 
of education of Guilford County shall provide annually out of the public school 
fund, or by donation or local tfls, not exceeding twenty-flve hundred dollars 
($2,500) : Provided, however, that the present average school term ot the 
county shall not be shortened by the appropriation herein designated. Any 
school applying for the benefit to be derived luder this act shall first provide a 
building with recitation rooms, laboratories, and apparatus necessary for effi- 
cient instruction In the prescribed subjects of study and such dormitory build- 
ings as the county board of education of said county may require, and a farm 
of not less than ten acres of good arable land, said land to be situated not tnoK 
than one mile from tbe school buildings: Provided, however, that before the 
county board of education of Guilford County Bball designate any school as a 
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place at whlcb the agricultural and domestic science work sball become a 
part of tbe scbool cnrrlculum, It shall first submit to the State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction for his Inspection and approval the equipment pro- 
vided for said school 

Sec. C. That the purposes of said school or schools are to give to tbe t>oys 
and girls such preparation as is now given in the said county public high 
schools, and in addition to that to give to the boys training in agricultural pur- 
suits and farm life, and to prepare the girls for home-making and home-keep- 
ing. The course of study tor the eald school or schools shall be subject to the 
approval of tbe State Superintendent of Public Instruction and an advisory 
board of farm-life schools to be appointed by him. 



Sec. 6. That the teacher or teachers of the public high school, the teacher of 
agriculture, and the teacher of domestic science sball constitute the faculty of 
the county high school, who sball arrange tbe weekly schedule of work and 
submit such weekly schedule to the county superintendent of education of Guil- 
ford County for bis approval. 

Sec. 7. That upon its being made to appear to tbe State Board of Education 
that Guilford County has complied with all the provlsi<HiB of this act for estab- 
lishment, maioteDance, and equipment of an agricultural department and a 
domestic science department in connection with one or more of the public high 
schools of tbe said county, it shall appropriate and pay to the county board of 
education of Guilford County for such purpose an amount equal to that appro- 
priated and furnished by tbe county of Guilford for said work : Provided, how- 
ever, that said appropriation by the State Board of Education shall not exceed 
the sum of twenty-flve hundred dollars <$2,500) annually for tbe maintenance 
of said' work in said county, to be paid Jty the State Treasurer out of funds 
appropriated for the maintenance of county farwrlife schools by cfcopfer eif/hty- 
four of the Public Laws of one thousand nine hundred and eleiwn. That any 
money that is now or may hereafter be appropriated by the General Assembly 
of North Carolina, tbe State Board of Education, or other State authority for 
agricultural or domestic science education, a part of which appropriation 
would, except for this act, be appropriated to Guilford County absolutely, or 
upon a contingency or contingencies, then and in that event such appropriation 
which would go to Guilford County shall be turned over to the county board 
of education of Guilford County to aid in the carrying out of the provisions of 
this act. That compliance with the provisions of this act by the authorities of 
Guilford County shall be sufficient to entitle the county of Guilford to its i»ro- 
portlon of any appropriation of money already made or which may hereafter 
be made for training in tbe science of agriculture or domestic science. The 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction shall Issue a requisition on the 
State Auditor for the amount so apportioned to Guilford County, and be sball 
issue his warrant to the county treasurer of said county, and the money stiaU 
be placed by the said treasurer to the credit of the school or schools of Guil- 
ford County in which said ■ agricultural and domestic science work is being con- 
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dacted ; Provided, however, tbat all money thus placed to their credit shall be 
used exclusively for the porpose of Instruction In agncnlture and domeBtic 
science.

Sbc. 8. That nothing In this act shall be constiued to lessen the power and 
authority of the principal of the high school, but the instructorB in the various 
departments shall be considered members of the facnlty of which the Tilgh 
B<'hool principal is bead. 

QUALIFICATION OF TEACKEB8. 

Sec. fl. Tliat no person shall be employed as teacher in agriculture or domes- 
tic science in the school or schools herein provided for unless the applicant has 
furnished to the trustees satisfactory evidence of a liberal English education, 
and In addition thereto special preparation and fitness for the specific branches 
to be taught, said quallflcatlous to be passed upon by the county superintend- 
ent of GuUford County, and, If approved, submitted to the State Superintend- 
ent oC Public Instruction for his approval. In addition to the above require- 
ments, the said person shall hold a high school teacher's certificate on all 
required subjects except Latin, Oreek, and Modern Languages. 

STUDENTS FROM OTHEB COUIITIES. 

Sec. 10. That the board of 'trust«es of the school or schools herein provided 
for Is authorized and empowered to admit students from other counties of the 
State to said school or schools, upon payment of such tuition charges as said 
board of trustees may fix, but all students who are residents oC Guilford County 
shall be admitted to any of said schools without charge for tuition : Provided, 
ItOicever. that there shall be no discrimination against students coining frcHU 
other counties in the charges flsed for board.and incidentals. 

Sec. 11. That it shall be part of the duty of the teachers of agriculture and 
domestic science to conduct agricultural farm-life and extension work in Guil- 
ford County in cooperation, as far as posaible, with such work carried on In 
aald county by the State Department of Agriculture, the North Carolina Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts, and the United States Department of 
Agriculture; to hold township and district meetings in various parts of Guil- 
ford County from time to time, for farmers and farmers* wives ; to coSperate 
with the county superintendent of education of said county and with the com- 
missioner of Bgricniture, if such officer exists. In stimulating, directing, and

4029. This chapteb not apflioablb t« cebtaut schools ; sucr schools 
BEfiuiATED. Tbe provisions of this cbapter shall not apply to any township, 
dty or town now levying a special tax for schools and (4)^ating under special 
laws or charters, or to schools operating under section forty-seven, cbapter one 
hundred and nlbety-nine, Laws of one thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine.

It shall be the duty of the county 
board of edtication to distribute and apportion the school money so as to give 
to each school in the county for each race the same length of school term, as 
nearly as may be, each year. In making the apportionment the board shall 
have proper regard for the grade of work to be done and the qualifications of 
the teachers required in each school for each race. As soon as the apportion- 
ments are made it shall be the duty of the board to notify the school committee- 
men and (7(6 treasurer of the county school fund of the amount apportioned to 
each school; designating each school by number, and stating whether for -white, 
colored or Indian, and naming the township and county.

weekly, monthly, or quarterly reports, ffiving such information as may he called 
for by blanks to he furnished hy and retwned to both the county Board of edu- 
cation and the State Superintendent of PuhUc Instruction; and if the county 
health officer should neglect for a period of ninety days to carry out the spirit 
of this act, unless his entire time should he required to fight an epidemic of 
some contagious or infectious disease, the county board of education may in its 
discretion withdrau} its financial aid in his employment.

4119. Election of; vacancies im, how filled. The General Assembly of 
one thousand nine hundred and nine shall appoint three men in each county, 
who shall constitute the county board of education — one for a term of office of 
two years, one for a term of office of four years, and one for a term of ofBce of 
six years. The term of <^ce of each shall begin on the first Monday in July 
next succeeding his appointment. E^ch succeeding General Assembly, at its 
r^ular sesaion, shall ar^ioiDt one member of the county board of education in 
place of the member whose term of office expires on the first Monday In July 
next succeedluj^ that meetli^ of the General Assembly, and tals term of afllce 
shall continue for sts years from the first Monday in July next succeeding his 
appcdntment and until his snccessor Is duly appointed and qualified : Pro- 
vtiJed, that the proYislons of this section shall not apply to those counties in 
which the county boards of education were, at the generat election of nineteen 
hundred and eight, elected by a vote of the people. No person shall be eligible 
as a member of the county board of education who is not known to be a man 
of intelligence, of good moral character, of good business qualifications, and 
heartily in favor of public education. In case of a sacancy In the county 
board of education, by death, resignation, or otherwise, such vacancy shall he 
filled by the remaining members of such county board vntil the next General 
Ag»em1tly meets and acts: Provided, that this act shall not apply to vacan- 
cies heretofore filled under this section; but if such vacancy should remain 
unfilled for thirty days after it occurs, it shall be filled by the State Board of 
Education. Upon failure of the General Assembly to appoint one or more 
members of the county board of education for any county as herein provided. 
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sach failure ehall constitute a vacascy. whlcb ahati be fllled by the State 
Board of Education ; Provided, that no person, while actually engaged in 
teaching in the public schools, shall be eligible as a member of tbe county 
board of education.

board Is directed to take it out of tbe apportionment to that district ; but the 
board shall not be authorized to Invest any money in any new house that Is 
not built In accordance wltb plans approved by the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction.

The persons residing in Robeson, Sampson, 
and Richmond counties, supposed to be descendants of a friendly tribe once 
residing in the eastern portion of the State, known na Croatan Indians, and 
their descendants, shall be known and designated as the Indians of Robeson 
County, and they and tbelr descendants shall have separate schools for their 
children, school committees of their own race and color, and shall be allowed 
to select teachers of tbelr own choice, subject to the same rules and regula- 
tions as are applicable to all teachers in the general school law, and there 
shall be escluded from a&ch separate schools for the Indians of Robeson 
County all children of the negro race to the fourth generation.

HIGH SCHOOLS MAY BE MAINTAINED NOT LESS THAN SEVEN MONTHS ANNDAU.T. 

Section L With the c<His«nt of the State Board of Education, the county 
board of education in any county may in Its discretion establish and maintain, 
for a term of not lees than seven school months in each school year, wie or 
more public high schools for the county, at such place or places as shall be 
most convenient for the pupils entitled to attend and most conducive to the 
puri^oBes of said school or schools. 

HIGH SCHOOL njMMlTTEE TO CONSIST OF THREE PEBSONS. 

Sec. 2. For each public high school established under this act a committee 
of three persons shall be appointed by the county board of education, who shall 

be known as the School Committee of Public HlghSchool of 

y County. The powers, duties, and qualifications of said com- 
mitteemen shall be similar to those of other public school committeemen. They 
shall be appointed as follows: one for a term of two years, one for a term of 
four yeai-s, aud one for a term of.six years; and at the expiration of the term 
of any committeeman bis successor shall be appointed for a term of six years ; 
Provided, that in case of death or resignation of any committeeman his suc- 
cessor shall be apiKilnted tor the unexpired term only. Within two weeks after 
appointment the committee shall meet and elect a chairman aud a secretary 
and enter upon the performance of their duties : Provided further, tkat the 
board of trustees or school cotnmittee of any chartered school receiving aid 
under section six of thi» act shall serve as the high school committee for said 
school.

aided under this act shaU he subject to such inspection os mnj/ be directed bjf 
the State Superintendent of Public Instruction and shall make such reports as 
shaU be required by him: Provided further, that no one ^all teach In any 
public high school that receives State funds under this act who does not hold 
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a high school teacher's icertlflcflte from the State Board oj Ej^aminers, who

same; and Provided further, that no one shall be employed as teacher In such 
high school without the approval and recommendation of the county superin- 
tendent The minimum salary of any public high school teacher holding such 
certificate and employed as liigh school teacher in such high school shall be 
forty didlars per school month. 

No public high school ghalt he estahlishcd or maintained under this 
act in vontteotion icith anj) pubtic elctnentarg school having an annual school 
term of less than- seven monihs; and every public elem^ntarj/ »chool operated 
in oonnection vHth a public high school established wnder this act sliall have at 
least two teachers giving their full time to instruction in the branches of study 
required to be taught in the public elementary schools of the State; and no 
public high school shall be entitled to the benefits of this act that docs not have 
at least one duly licensed high school teacher giving his full time to instruction

(Substitute for.} Public high schools shall not be established and 
aided under this act in toivns or cities of more than trcelve hundred inhabit- 
ants, except as is hereinafter provided in this section: Provided, thAit the 
county board of education may approve for the purposes of this act one regu- 
larly organized town or city high school of standard grade and wwy enter into 
agreement or contract with the board of trustees or committee of said high 
school whereby students of high school age and grade residing outside the 
Utnits of said high school district and public school teachers of the county may 
be permitted to attend for the full term each year said high school free of 
tuition.

Sec. 8. It a larger amount than two hundred and fitly dollars be provided 
by taxation or by private donation or by local appropriation, or otherwise, for 
the support of any public bigb school established and maintained under tbe 
provisions of tbls act, then tbe State shall contribute a like amount ; Proi:ided, 
that the State shall not ccmtribule more than five hundred dollars in any one 
school year for the support of any one high school : Provided further, that not 
more than four public hlgb schools in any one county shall be entitled under 
the provisions of this act to receive State funds.

Tbe State Board of 
Education shall have tbe power to fix such rules and r^ulations, in accordance 
with the provisions of this act, as may be necessary for the proper distribution 
of this fund,

DEAF CHILDREN MUST ATTEND SCHOOL 



AN ACT TO COrtPEL WHITE DEAF CHILDREN TO ATTEND SCHOOL. 
The General Aasemiily of North Carolina do enact: 

Skction 1. That every deaf child of sound mind in Nortb Carolina shall 
attend a scliool for the deaf at least five school terms of nine months each, 
between the ages of eight years and tlfteen years. 

Sec. 2. That parents, guardians, or custodians of a deaf child or deaf chil- 
dren t>etween the ages of eight and fifteen years sbali send said child or chil- 
dren, or cause to be sent, to some school for the instruction of the deaf, at 
ieast five terms or sessions of nine months each, l>etween the ages of eight 
years and fifteen years. 

I^EC. 3. That parents, guardians, or custodians of any deaf children between the 
a^fes prjjvided in section two of this act failing to send said deaf child or deaf 
children to some school for instruction, as provided in this act, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be tlned or imprisoned, at the dis- 
cretloa of the court, for each year said deaf child is kept out of school, between 
the ages herelu provided : Provided, that said parents, guardians or custodians 
may elect two years between said ag^ of eight and fifteen years that a deaf 
child or deaf children may remain out of school : FroiHded further, tbat this 
section shall not apply to or be enforced against the parent, guardian or cus- 
todian of any deaf child until such time as the superintendent of any school 
for the Instruction of the deaf, by and with the approval of the executive com- 
mittee of .such institution, shall in his and their discretion serve written notice 
on such parent, guardian or custodian, directing that such cbiid be sent to the 
lnstitutl(»i whereof they have chaise. 

Sec, 4. That it shall be the duty of the school census taker to report name. 
age and sex of each deaf child In his district, and name of parents, guardians 
or custodians and their postofflce address, to the county superintendent of edu- 
ofltioD, who shall send said report of names and addresses to the Superintend- 
ent of the North Carolina School for the Deaf and Dumb, located at Morganton, 
N. C. : that said census taker or county superintendent failing to make reports 
as provided in this act stiall be Bned five dollars ($5) for each wliite deaf child 
not so reported. 

Sec. 5. That said fine as provided in section three (3) of this act and said 
fine of five dollars ( J5) provided in section four (4) of this act, when collected, 
stiaii be paid to the public school fund of the county In which such child lives. 

Sec. 6. That this act shall talce effect the first day of September. 1907.

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SCIENTIFIC TEMPERANCE INSTRUCTION. 



The General Aa»emt>li/ of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. la addlttan to tbe brani^es In wlil(rh liistnicli<m is now required 
by law to be given in all schools supported wh<dly or In part by public luouey, 
Instruction Shall also be given as to tbe nnture of alcobollc drinks nod otber 
narcotics and tbeir effect upon the human system, in conuection with tbe 
various divisions of physiology and hygiene, and such subject shall be taught in 
each school year below the second year in the high schools, and sljall be taught 
as thoroughly as arithmetic and geography are taught in said schools : Pro- 
vided, that the minimum amount of such Instruction shall be two lessous each 
week for ten weeks, or the equivalent of the same, in schools employing one 
teacher, and three lessons each week for ten weeks, or tbe equivalent of the 
same, in schools employing two or more teachers. Such instruction shall be 
given by the use of text-books in the hands of all pupils In all grades from the 
fourth grade to the first year in the high school, inclusive, or In corresponding 
classes In graded schools, and orally to all pupils In the first three or primary 
grades, by teachers using text-books adapted to sucb oral Instruction as a 
guide and standard ; and all pupils must pass such tests as may he required in 
other studies before prtHuotlng to the next succeeding year's work, and such 
Instruction shall be given as aforesaid to all pupils Id all public schools of the 
State. 

Sec. 2. The test-boi^s used for the Instruction required to be given by the 
preceding section shall be graded to the capacities of the pupils, and for stu- 
dents below high school grade such text-booka shall give at least one-fifth tbelr 
space, and for students of flffh school grade they shall give not less than 
twenty pagee to the nature and eUects of alc(*ollc drinks and other narcotics; 
but no book In which the required amount of this subject shall appear. In 
whole or part, as a separate chapter at the end of the book shall be considered 
as complying with the requirements of this statute, and no topical outline of 
study for the guidance of teachers which reduces the amount of temperance 
Instruction below that which is required by the text-books provided for in this 
act shall be considered as complying with tbe intent of the law. No test-book 
on physiology and hygiene not conforming to this act shall be used in the public 
schools except so long as may be necessary to fulfill the cMiditions of any legal 
adt^tion existing at the time of the passage of this act. 

S£C. 3. Id all normal schools, teachers' training classes, teachers' institutes, 
teachers' associations, summer schools and all other organizations for the 
equipment of teachers, adequate time and attention shall be given to Instruc- 
tion In the best methods of teaching phjsiolc^y and hygiene, with special refer- 
ence to the nature of alcoholic drinks and other narcotics ; and no teacher shall 
be licensed who has not passed a satisfactory examination in this subject and 
the best method of teaching It 

Sec, 4. That it shall be tie duty of the proper officer In control of any school 
or schools described in the first and third sections of this act to enforce the 
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provlsiona of this act; and any such oScer, school director, committee, superin- 
tendent OT teacher who stiall refuse or neglect to comply with the requirements 
of this net or shall neglect or fall to make proper provision for the Instruction 
required and In the manner specified by this act for all pupils In each and 
every school under ills control and supervision shall be removed from office 
and the vacancy filled as in other cases; «nd If It be satisfHctorlly proved that 
trustees or board of education or board of educational Institutions receiving 
money from the State have failed to enforce this act, as far as they liave 
anthority, it shall be deemed sufficient cause for withholding the warrant for 
the State ap(ff»prlatIon of school money to which such district or educational 
institution would otherwise l>e entitled. 

SBC. 5. This act shall be in full force from and after Its ratification.

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SE«. 9. COLMT BOARD OP HEALTH. WHO CONaTTTDTES ; ELECTION COUNTT PHV8I- 

ctANS. Tbe cbairman of the board of county commiseioners, the mayor of the 
county town, and In county towns where there Is no ninyor the clerk of the 
Superior Court, and the county superintendent of schools shall meet together 
on the first Monday in April, one thousand nine hundred and eleven, and there- 
after on the first Monday of January In the odd years of the calendar, and 
elect from the r^ularly registered physidana of the county two phyalclana, 
who, with themselves, shall conatltule the county board of health. The chair- 
man of the board of county commissiouers shall be the chairman of the county 
board of health, and the presence of three members at any regular or called 
meeting shall constitute a quorum. Tbe term of office at members of the 
county board of health shall terminate on the Qrst Monday In January In the 
odd years of the calendar, and while on duty they shall receive (our dollars 
per dtetn, to be paid by the county. The county board of health shall have the 
immediate care and responsibility of the health interests of their county. They 
shall meet annually In the county town, and three members of the board are 
authorized to call a meeting of the board whenever in their opinion the public 
health interest of the county requires It. They shall make such rules and r^u- 
lations, pay auch fees And salary, and impose such penalties us In tbelr judg- 
ment may be necessary to protect and advance the public health : Provided, 
that all expendattireB shall be approved by the board of county commissioners 
before being paid. The board of health shall meet on the first Monday of July. 
one tliousand nine hundred and thirteen, and thereafter on tbe 8ec<md Monday 
of January In the odd years of the calendar, and elect either a couiity physi- 
cian or county health officer, who shall serve thereafter until the second Mon- 
day in January of the odd years of the caleutlar; Provided, that if tbe county 
board of health of any county shall fail to elect a county physician or a county 
health officer within two cal^tdar months of the time set In this sectl(m tbe 
Secretary of the State Board of Health shall appoint a r^jlstered physician of 
good standing in the aald county to the office of county physician, who shall 
serve the remainder of the two years, and shall fix his compensation to be paid 
by said county in proportion to the compensation paid by other counties for 
like service, having in view the amount of tax collected by said county. 

See. 10. Rnij;s of the county board op health. If any person shall violate 
the rules and regulations made by the county board Of health he shall be iruilty 
of a misdemeanor, and fined not exceeding fifty dollars or imprisoned not 
exceeding thirty days. 

Sec. 11. Duties of phtsicuhs akd health officebs, pknaltt foe non- 
pEsroBMANCE. The duties of .the county physicians shall be to make tbe medico- 
legal post-mortem examinations for the coroners' inquest, to make examina- 
tion of lunatics for commitment, to render professional service to the sick 
inmates of the convict camp, jail, and county home, upon request of the super- 
intendent or the keeper of these institutions, and to determine the nature of 
any particular disease, upim request of the quarantine officer or the deputy 
quarantine officer: Provided, that the county physician shnll have the right to 
employ any other regularly registered physician of bis county to perform any

or all of the duties pertaloli^ to the Jail, county home, ot convict cam]}, wheu 
in ills Judgineait it is deairable to do so: Provided, however, that the terms 
under which physician is employed by the county pliyBlciBn shall be approved 
by the board of county commissioners ; Provided further, that if a county 
physician ehali be employed to devote his entire time to the county public 
health work, he shall perform, In addition to the aforesaid dutiea, the duties 
of quarantine officer, and tlie following additional duties ; he shall make a 
sanitary examination during the summer months of every public school build- 
ing and grounds In the county, and no school committee or teacher shall malce 
use of any school building or grounds until the county superintendent of lieaith 
shall certify In writing mat said building and grounds have been inspected and 
found to be in a satisfactory sanitary condition wltbin four months of the date 
of the certificate. He stall examine every school child tliat has previously 
been examined by the teacher according to methods furnished said teacher by 
the county tiuperlntendent of schools and reported to said county superintend- 
ent of schools as probably defective In the condition of its eyes, ears, nose, or 
throat, and he shall further endeavor to have examined tlie feces of every child 
whon) he suspects of having hookworm disease. He shall notify on blank 
forms and in accordance wltb Instructions furnished by the State Department 
of Public Instruction, every parent or guardian of a child having any defect 
of the aforesaid organs, or hookworm disease, and he shall suggest to said 
parent or guardian the proper course of treatment and urge that such treat- 
ment be procured. He shall eoSperate fully with the county board of educa- 
tion, the county superintendent of schools, and the teachers In the public 
schools, to the eud that children may be better Informed In regard to the 
Importance of healtli and tlie metbods of preventing disease. He sltatl, through 
the county press, public addresses, and in every available way, endeavor to 
educate the people of his county to set a higher value on health, and to adopt 
such public and private measures as wlU tend to a greater conservation of life. 
Any violation of this section shall constitute a misdemeanor, and shall subject 
the defendant to a flue of not less than ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 
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COUNTY FARM-LIFE SCHOOL LAW. 



AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT AND MAINTENANCE 
OF COUNTY FARM-LIFE SCHOOLS AND FOR THE PROMOTION OF 
AGRICULTURE AND HOME-MAKING. 

The Oeneral Assemblv of Horth CaroHfa do enact: 

Section 1. There sball be established »nd maintained lu every county com- 
plying wltb tbe provisions of this act as hereinafter set forth a scbool to be 
known as a "County Parm-llfe School" for the training and preparatlMi of the 
boys and girls of said county for farm life and home-making. 

THE AIM or THE COUNTT FABM-LDK SCHOOL. 

Sec. 2. The aim of said school shall be to prepare boys ttyr agricultural pur- 
suits and farm life and to prepare girls for home niakimc and bousekeeidng on 
tbe farm. Tbe course of study in said school shall be subject to tbe a^^roval 
of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction and an advisory board oa 
farm-life schools, to be apptdnted by him : Provided, hoxeever, that the coarse 
of study shall include practical work on the farm by the boys and practical 
wOTk in all subjects relating to housekeeping and heme making by the girls. 



Sec. 3. Said school shall be under the control and managemrait of a board 
of trustees, consisting of one memlier from each township In the county, ap- 
pointed by the county board of education, who riiall serve until their succesaots 
shall be appointed. The first board of trustees shall be divided by the county 
board of education Into three as nearly equal groups as possible. One group 
shall be appointed for a term of two years, one group for a term of four years, 
and one group for a term of six years. Up(Hi the expiration of the term of 
<^ce of any trustee his successor shall be appointed for a terra of six years. 
Tbe county superintendent of public Instruction shall be ex officio a member of 
said board and secretary thereof. All vacancies occurring by death, resignation 
or otherwise in said board shall be filled for the unexpired term by the county 
board of education. 

Sec. 4. Wltbln ten days after any county, township or townships shall have 
complied with the provisions of thtti act as her^nafter set forth for the main- 
tenance and equipment of said school, the members of the board of trustees 
shall be appointed, and the county superintendent shall duly notify them to 
meet at the ^ounty-seal within ten days after their appointment to qualify 
and oi^anize. 

M)CAT10N. 

Sbc- 5. After due advertisement, inviting bids for the location of said school 
within said county, said board of trustees shall locate it at such place in said 
county aa stall offer the largest financial aid for maintenance and eaulpment, 
having due regard for desirability and suitability of location : ProviAed, how- 
ever, that said school shall not be located in any dty or town of more than one 
thousand Inhabitants, nor within two miles of the corporate limits of any city 
or town of more than five thousand inhabitants. 
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Seo. 6. For the maintenance of said school, the county or township or school 
district, or all combined, wherein it is located, shall provide annually, by taxa- 
tlOTi or otherwise, not leBS than twenty-five hundred dollars. The county M 
township or school district, or all combined, shall also provide by bond issue, 
or otherwise, the f ollowii^ equipment for said school : a school building with 
redtatlon rooms and laboratories and apparatus necessary for efficient Instruc- 
tion In the prescribed subjects of study; dormitory buildings with suitable 
accommodatl<ma for not less than twenty-five boys and twenty-five girls; a bam 
and dairy building with necessary equipment ; a farm of not less than twenty- 
five acres of good arable land. All of .said buildmga shall be located <hi said 
farm and shall be constructed in accordance with plans approved by the State 
Superintendent of Public InBtructton, and the entire equipment shall be subject 
to his approval and acceptance after Infection : Provided, however, that, upon 
recommendation of the board of trustees and the presentati«i of satisfactory 
reascms therefor, the State Superint^ident of Public Instruction may grant 
permission to said board of trustees to accept any suitable and properly 
equipped school building already constructed, though It may not be located on 
said farm, provided it be located within reasonable and convenient distance 
thereof, and may also grant permission to reduce the required acreage for the 
farm to not less than ten acres. 

PBOVISION FOB ELECTION IN COUNTT. 

Sec. 7. Upon written request of the county board of education of any county, 
the board of county commissioners of said county may in their discretion order 
an election to be held In said county, in accordance with the law governing 
general elections therein, as nearly as may be : Provided, koviever, that a new 
r«slatratton shall be ordered for said election ; and not less than thirty days 
notice of said election shall be given at the courthouse door and three other 
public places In said connty ; and If there be newspapers published In said 
county, a notice of said election shall also be published weekly for four suc- 
cessive weeks preceding said election in one newspaper therein ; and the regis- 
trars and poll-holders shall canvass the vote cast, declare the result, and duly 
cerUfy the returns to the board of county commissioners, and the returns shall 
be recorded in the records of said board of county commissioners. At said 
election shall be submitted to the qualified voters of the county the question 
of levying and collecting a special tax on all taxable property and polls of said 
county for the maintenance and equipment of a "County ITarm-llfe School" 
therein. At such election those favoring the levying and collection of such a 
tax for said purpose shall vote a ballot on which shall be written or printed 
the words "For County Parm-llfe School" ; and those opposed shall vote a bal- 
lot on which shall be written or printed the words "Against County Farm-life 
School." If a majority of the qualified voters shall vote "For County Farm-life 
School," then all the provisions of this act shall be in full force and effect, and 
the county commissioners shall annually levy and cause to be collected. In the 
same manner and at the same time as other taxes of the county are levied and 
collected, a tax on all property and polls of the county sufflclent to provide the 
sum required of said county under section six of this act for the annual main- 
tenance of said school, and. In addition, the sum required for the payment of 
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tbe annafll Interest on such bond Issue as may be foaod necessary for pro- 
Tiding the equipment for said school required under section six of this act, as 
Bald Interest accrues, and to create a slnklue fund for the purpose of pajrlng 
off and discharging eald bonds bb thej ttecome due. The bond of the sheriD 
or tax collector of said count; shall be responsible (or said tax to the same 
extent as It is liable for other taxes collected by him. 

BONDS TO BE ISSUED. 

Sec. 8. If a majority of the quallfled voters at the election herein provided 
for shall vote "For County Farm-life School," It shall be deemed and held that 
a majority of the qualified voters ar^ in favor of granting to the board of 
connty commissioners of said county authority to Issue bonds In an amount not 
to exceed twenty-flve thousand dollars for the purpose of providing the neces- 
sary equipment prescribed in section six of this act ; and such authority shall 
be granted to and vested In said board of county commissioners aitd said board 
is hereby authorized and empowered to Issue and sell IxHids in the name of said 
connty to an amount not to exceed twenty-Bve thousand dollars, of such de- 
nomination and of such proportion as said board of county commissioners may 
deem advisable, bearing interest at a rate not to exceed six per centum, with 
Interest coupons attached, payable at such time or times and at such place or 
places as may be deemed advisable by said Iraaid of county commissioners, 
such b<Hids to be of such form and tenor and transferable In such way, and the 
prin<^pal thereof payable or redeemable at such time or times, not less than 
fifteen years from tlie date thereof, ajid at such place or places as said board 
of county commlsBloners may determine. Tbe proceeds arising from the sale 
of said bonds shall be expended by said board of county commlsBlooers In pro- 
viding, by purchase or otherw^e, tlie equipment in land, buildings and appa- 
ratus required In sectlou six of this act for the "County Farm-lffe School" : 
Provided, hoicever, that the treasurer of said county shall receive no compen- 
sation for receiving or disbursing tbe money which may be received from the 
sale of said bonds. 

ELECriON IN TOWNSHIP ; ISSUANCE OF BONDS TO SECIJBE LOCATION. 

Sec. 9. The county cranmissioners of any connty that has voted tor the 
eetablishment of a "County Farm-life School" therein shall, upon petition of 
one-fourth of the freeholders in any township applying to the trustees of said 
"County Farm-life School" to secure the location of sakl school therein, order 
an election therein, to be held after thirty days notice at three public places In 
said township, under the law governing State and county elections as nearly 
as may be, and the returns of said election shsll be certified by the registrars 
and poll-holders to the board of county commissioners, and the same shall be 
recorded In the records of said county commissioners; at which election ^all 
be submitted to the qualified voters of said township the question of Issuing 
tHoids In a sum not to exceed twenty-flve thousand dollars, the amount of said 
bond Issue to be set out in the petition for said election, and of levyii^ and 
collecting on all taxable property and polls In said township a special tax suffi- 
dent to provide for the payment of the Interest on said township bonds as it 
accrues, and to create a sinking fund for the purpose of paying otC and dis- 
charging said township bonds as they become due. At such election, those 
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favoring the levying and collection of sucb a tax for said purpose shall vote a 
ballot on which shall be written or printed, the words 'Tor (bounty Fnrra-life 
School." and tbose <4%K>aed shall vote a ballot on which shall be written or 
printed the words "Against County PannUfe School, " If a majority of the 
quallfled voters at said election sliall vote "For County Farm-life School," then 
It sliall be deemed and held that a majority of the qualified voters are in favor 
of granting to the board of county commiBsioneia of aaid county authority to 
Issue bonds In the name of said township in such amount as Shall bave been 
named in the petition and notice of election, to be sold by said commissioners 
for tbe porpose of aiding in providing the buildings and farm and other equip- 
ment f<Hr the "Count; Farm-life School," provided said school sball be located 
In said township; and If said school shall be located In said township, the 
board of county commissioners shall annually levy and cause to be collected, 
in the same manner and at the same time as other taxes of the county are 
levied and collected, a tax on all prcq^erty and polls In said township, sufficient 
to provide for the payment of interest on said tovmshlp bonds as it accrues 
and to create a slDhlng fund for the purpose of payli^ off and discharging said 
township bonds as they become due; and said board of county commissioners 
Is hereby authorized and ^npowered to Issue and sell said bonds of said town- 
ship to the amount speclBed in said petition and notice of election, of such 
denoiDlnatl<»i and of auch pr<^H>rtlon as said board of county commissioners 
may deem advisable, bearing Interest at a rate not to exceed ^x per centum, 
with interest coupons attached, payable at the time or times, and at the same 
place or places, and of the same form and tenor, and the principal thereof pay- 
able or redeemable at the same time or times and at the same place or places 
as the county bonds issued by said board of county commissioners for the 
equipment of said "County Farm^life School." The proceeds arising froia the 
sale of said township bonds shall be added to the proceeds arising from the 
sale of said county bonds and expended therewith by said board of county 
commissioners In providing, by purchase or otherwise, the equipment in land, 
buildings and apparatus cequired In ttaU act toi the "County Farm-life School" : 
Provided, howcvtr. that any two or more contiguous townships bidding for the 
location of said "County Farm-life School" may unite and hold an election 
npon the same terms and conditions aa are herein provided for one township , 
for the location of the "County Farm-life School" at such point In said town- 
stalpa as may be determined by the board of trustees of said "County Farm-life 
School" : Provided, that the amount of bonds authorized to be Issued by one or 
more townships In order to secure the location of the "County Farm-life 
School" in a given township shall be deducted from the amount of bonds 
authorized to be Issued by tbe county, so as to limit the total Issue of the 
bonds for farm, buildings and equipment to twenty-Bve thousand dollars. 

IF ELECTION FAILS 1 



Sec. 10. In case an election shall be ordered and held in any county as herein 
provided for the establishment and maintenance of a "County Farm-life 
School" th^%in, and a majority of the qunllHed voters at such election shall 
fall to vote "For County Farm-life School." any township in said county, or 
any two or more contiguous townships in said county, shall, upon petition of 
one-fourth of the freeholders therein to the board of county commissioners of 
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said count?, ba^e an election ordered bj said coauulsalonera upcm the same 
terms and couditloos prescribed In section nine of tbis act: Provided, that a 
new reglBtratlon shall be ordered ; and If In soch electlrai a majority ot the 
qnaliaed voters In said township or townships shall vote "V<x County Farm- 
life School," then. In that event. It shall be deemed and hdd that the hoard of 
county commissioners of said county Is authorized and empowered to issue and 
sell bcmds In ttie name of said township or townships in an amount not to 
exceed twenty-five thousand dinars, and to levy and cause to be collected Id 
the same manner and at the same time es other taxes of the county are levied 
and collected a sufficient tax on all property and polls In said township or 
town^lps to comply with all the conditions named in this act for the main- 
tenance and equipment of a "County Farm-life School," subject to the same 
conditions as are herein provided for the issuance and sale of county bonds 
and the levying and coUectlMi of a coimty tax for said purpose; and the said 
"County Farm-life Sdiotd" shall tbereacion be located at such, point In said 
township or townships as may be determined by the board of trustees of said 
"County Farm-life School" provided for in this act ; and such school, when 
thus established, shall be a "County Farm-Ufe School" for said county, and 
shall be subject to all the rights, privU^es and obllgati<»s and conditions pre- 
scribed In this act for "County Farm-life Schools," except as herein otherwise 
provided : Provided further, that at any time after the establishment of said 
"County Farm-life Schotd" by the township or townships nnder the provlsItKis 
of this section, the county may, under the provlslous of section seven of this 
act, hold an election as therein provided ; and if at said election a majority of 
the quallfled voters of the county shall vote "For County Farm-life School," 
and the tax and bcmd Issue provided for In said section seven for the main- 
tenance and egnipment of a connty farm-life school shall be provided, as 
directed therein, by the county commissioners for the entire county, said 
school, established under this sectlcm by the township or townships, shall be- 
come a county farm-life school In all respects like a county farm-Ufe school 
established under section sevem hereof; and the bonds of the township or 
townships and the tax levied for the maintenance of said school and for 
interest and sinking fund on said boods, under this section, shall be assumed 
by the entire county, as provided in section seven hereof, and the bonds of 
said township or townships shall be canceled by substltntlne therefor the 
county bonds provided for In secticm seven hereof. 



Sbc. 11. There shall be established and maintained In connection with each 
connty farm-life school such a high school course of study as is prescribed 
under the high school law of the State for flcst-grade public high schools, and 
for the malnt^iance of such high school department of the county farm-life 
school there shall be the same county and State apportionments hs are now 
made and required for a first-grade public high school under the provisions of 
the public high school law of the State, if an additional apportionment for 
said high school department of said school cannot be made out of the State 
appr<^riatlon for public high schools, then the State and county appropriations 
for one or more of the existing high schools in said connty shall be transferred 
to the mainteuance and support of said h^h schotd department of said county 
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fsrm-llfe scbool. If aaid county fflrin-life scbool shall be located at tbe same 
place with some existing pabttc high school In said county establlsbed and 
maintained nnder the public high school law of tbe State, then said public high 
sdiool .shall be merged into and becMne the h^h school department of said 
county farm-life school as an organic part thereof; and the approprlattons for 
the maintenance thereof shall be the same aa the appropriations now required 
for a first-grade public high school under the proTislons of the public high 
school law of tlie State. The requirements for teachers in said high ecboot 
department of tbe county farm-life school shall be the same as are now re- 
quired for high-school teachers under the said high school law. Said high 
school department and course of study, however, and the entire management 
of the same shall he under the dtrecticw and control of tbe board of trustees 
and the principal of the county farm-life scbool, and shall be conducted as an 
organic part of said scbool. 

CERTmCATIOIT OF TEJtCatSB. 

Sec. 12. No person shall be employed as principal In charge of any "County 
Farm-Ufe Scbool" who does not hold a high school teacher's certificate on all 
required eubjects except Latin, Greek, and modem languages, including an 
additional certificate from the State Board of Examiners and the president of 
the North Carolina College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts, stating that he 
tias furnished satisfactory evidence to them of his qualifications by special 
training and practical experience for said position. And no person shall be 
employed In the department of said "County Farm-life School" for the special 
training of girls for home making and housekeeping on the farm who does not 
bold a high school teacher's certificate on all required subjects except Latin, 
Greek, and modem languages, Including an additional certificate from the 
State Board of Elxaminers and the president of ttie State Normal and Indus- 
trial College, stating that such person iias furnished to tbem satisfactory evi- 
d^ce of qualifications by special training and practical experience for said 
position.

Skc. 13. It shall be a part of tbe duty of the faculty of each "County Farm- 
life School" to conduct agricultural, farm-life extension and demonstration 
work In said county, In cooperation, aa far as possible, with such work' carried 
on In said county by the State Department of Agrieulture, the North Carolina 
Ccdle^e of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts, and the United States Departinent 
of Agriculture; to hold township and district meetings in various parts of the 
county from time to time for farmers and farmers' wives ; to coiiperate with 
. the county superintendent of public Instruction and with the county commis- 
slcmer of agriculture, where such officer exists, In stimulating, directing, and 
Bupervtsing practical farm-life work In the public high schools and the ele- 
mentary schools of the county, and in providing instruction, through the county 
teachers' association and through special short courses of study at said "County 
Farm-life School," for the public school teachers of said county. There shall 
be provided In the courses of study of said "County Farm-life School" short 
courses in farm-life studies, to which shall be admitted adult farmers, men and 
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women; and tber« shall _be beld at said "County Farm-Ufe School" annually 
one or more coanty meetings for the farmers and their wives of said county 
for Instractlon and demonstration work. All of the work herein reqnlred and 
all other work of the "County Farm-life School" shall be under the general 
supervision of the county superintendent of public Instruction, and said school 
shall in all respects be an organic part of the county public school system. 

ADMISSION or snotNTs from other coukties. 

Sec. 14. The board of trustees of the "County Farm-life Schod" of auy 
county is hereby authorized and enit>owered to admit students from other 
counties of the State to said school upon payment of such rate of tuition as 
said board of trustees may fix ; but all students who are residents of the 
county iu which said school Is located shall be admitted lo said school without 
charge for tuition, except as provided for in section ten of this act ; and said 
board of trustees shall fix all other charges In said school at actual cost. 

TREASVBEB OP COUNTY FARM-LIFE SCHOOL. 

Sec. 15. The treasurer of said county shall be the treasurer of said "County 
Farm-life School," aod shall receive and disburse all funds therefor, keeping 
and rendering annually to the board of trustees of said school a separate 
account of Buch receipts and disbursements; ProiHile'I. that said treasurer, if 
employed on salary, shall receive no additional compensatltm for his services: 
and if employed mi commission, be shall receive as compensation not to exceed 
one per cent on all disbursements and nothing on receipts. The official bond of 
said treasurer shall be responsible and beld liable for alt funds coming into 
his hands for said school to the same extent as it Is liable for other funds 
received by him as treasurer of said county. 



Sec. la. The board of trustees of the said "County Farm-life School" and 
their successors in office shall be and are hereby constituted a body corporate 
by the name and style of "The Board of Trustees of the County B^rm-llfe 

School of County," and by that name may sue and be sued, contract 

and be contracted with, purchase, hold and sell real estate and personal prcq)- 
erty, receive donations by gift or otherwise, and exercise such other rights and 
privileges aa are conferred by law upon corporate bodies. The title to all lands 
and other property of the "County Farm-life School" shall vest in said b<»Td 
of trustees. 



Sec. 17. Upon satisfactory evidence furnished to the State Board of Educa- 
tion that all the provisions of this act for the establlstunent, maintenance and 
equipment of a "County Farm-life School" have been complied with in any 
county, the said State Board of Education shall order the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction to issue a requisition upon the State Auditor for the sum 
of two thousand five hundred dollars annually for the maintenance of said 
school, and the State Auditor shall issue bis warrant in favor of the county 
treasurer of said county for said amount, which shall be paid out of tbe State 
Treasury and the money placed to the credit of tbe "County Farm-life School" 
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of said coiiaty ; and snffleient moneys to pay said warrants are bereby appro- 
priated out of any funds In tbe hands of tbe State Treasurer not otherwise 
appr<q>rlated : Provided, hotoever, that there shall not be established more than 
ten such schools In any one year, and that not more than one such school shall 
be established in any county. 

S£c. 18. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after its ratifi- 
cation.

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SPECIAL COUNTY TAXATION FOR SCHOOLS. 



AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE ANY COUNTY IN NORTH CAROLINA TO VOTE 
UPON THE LEVYING AND COLLECTION OP A SPECIAL TAX ON 
PROPERTY AND POLLS TO SUPPLEMENT THE COUNTY SCHOOL 
FUND OF SAID COUNTY. 

The Qeneral AMemhly of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. Tbat the county commissioners of any county, upon the petition 
or the county board of edacatlon of said county, may (H^er an election to be 
held In said county to ascertain ttie will of the pe44)le whether there shall be 
levied on all taxable proi>erty and polls of said county a special tax, not to 
exceed thirty c&iba tm. the one hundred dollars valuation of property and 
ninety cents on each poll, to supplement the county school fund of said county. 

Sbo. 2. That said e]«ctl<Hi shall he conducted for the county as nearly aa may 
be under the same rules and regnlatlona governing district special school tax 
elections, as set out In section foar thousand one hunared and fifteen of The 
Revlsal of <me thousand nine hundred and five of North Carolina. 

Sbo. S. That In case a majc^lty of the qualified voters at said electi<Hi shall 
vote In favor of said tax, the same shall be annually levied and collected in the 
same manner and at the same time as other taxes of the county are levied and 
collected. 

Sec. 4. That In case a majority of the qualified voters at aald election in any 
township of said county shall vote for said iq)eclal tax, the same shall be 
annually levied and collected in said township In the same mannra* end at the 
same time as other taxes are levied and collected, and used to sujqjlement the 
school fund of said township. 

Sec. 5. That in case a majority of the qualified voters at said election In any 
township or In the mtlre county shall vote In favor of said special tax, cm 
petition of pi majority of the members of the board of trustees or the schofd 
committee 6f any existing speclal-tas district within said township or county 
so voting, the county commissioners shall reduce the annual special local tax 
levy of said district by sn amount not exceeding' the special levy provided for 
the county or township under this act. 

Seo. 6. That in case a majority of the qualified voters at said election in any 
county shall fail to vote for said special tax, on petition of a majority of the 
members of the county board of education of said county, the county commis- 
sioners may, after thirty days notice, order an election In any subsequent year 
after the first election for the same purpose and under the same regulations as 
the first election herein provided for In any or all of the townships of said 
county that shall have failed to carry said special tax In the former election. 

Sec. 7. That the expense of holding said election shall be paid out of ttie 
county school fund of said county. 

Sec. 8. That this act shall be in foil force and effect from and after its 
ratiflcatlcxi.
